T  t  is  one  thing  to  realize  there  is  an 
I  elephantinmroombutitisen- 
Xtirm  another  to  realize  you  are  in 
the  midst  of  a  herd  of  elephimts.  When 
it  comes  to  d^ple-making  in  the 
churdi  today  we  nave  some  t^phants. 
Christ’s  enmmand  to  make  disctples 
seems  so  straightfrMTward,  yet  we 
struggle  as  if  there  are  things  we  seem 
to  be  missing. 

Most  of  us  would  agree  the  job  of 
pastors  and  Christian  leaders  is  to 
make  disciples  who  can  make  disciples 
who  make  disciples.  That  is  what  the 
Great  Commission  demands  (Matt. 
28:18-20).  We  are  to  teach  people  to 
be  obedient  followers  of  Jesus  m  oor 
homes,  at  our  work,  where  we  plav,  and 
to  the  farthest  reaches  of  the  earth. 

Yet  when  we  look  around  it  is  obvi¬ 
ous  that  almost  everyvrhere  in  North 
America  and  indeed  across  the  globe 
we  could  do  better  in  helping  peopfe 
have  a  dynamic,  fhiitfril  relationship 
with  our  Lord  and  Savior.  Our  culture 
is  filled  with  pain  and  hurt.  Our  church 
members  are  surrounded  by  frustrat¬ 
ing  circumstances  that  seem  to  defy  the 
wonderful  claims  of  jpeace  and  joy  that 
should  come  with  aonerence  to 
the  Gospel. 

There  is  an  epidemic  of  drug  abuse 
that  plagues  us  from  the  city  play¬ 
grounds  to  the  rural  pastures.  We  are 
experiencing  the  results  of  years  of  ru¬ 
inous  racism  to  which  we  in  the  church 
turned  a  blind  eye,  or  tacitly  approved. 
We  feel  the  effects  of  sexualizM  cul¬ 
ture  that  has  subjected  our  wives  and 
dai^ters  to  be  preyed  upon  by  the 
un^^ed  daiires  of  those  caught 
in  the  web  of  unbridled  passions  for 
power  and  se:y 

We  in  the  cnurch  have  often  been 
handcuffed  in  helping  people  be  free  be¬ 
cause  we  are  strapped  donvn  in  debt  as 
we  chase  our  materialistic  dreams  that 
are  wood,  hay,  and  stubble.  We  wonder 
why  it  is  so  (ufficult  to  make  disdipies 
for  Jesus  Christ 

In  the  Gospd  of  Matthew  we  see 
some  of  the  things  Jesus  did  when  He 
walked  the  earth  making  disciples.  His 
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method  of  dealing  with  the  dephants  in 
the  room  m^t  b^  be  understood  by 
the  phrase,  %id  Jesus  went  about  all 
the  cities  aSad^ag^^^iMcImg  in ^ 

and  disease  a^n^ til^^ple* 

(Blatthew  0:35,  KJV). 

In  the  cnorch  we  must  teach  people 
how  to  live  in  a  culture  that  is  often 
hostile  or  apathetic  to  Christian  values. 
Everywhere  we  go  we  must  declare 
that  Jesus  is  the  only  way  and  that  His 
Word  is  the  ultimate  truth  that  must 
be  obeyed. 

Along  with  teaching  and  preaching, 
we  as  the  church  must  be  appropriate 
healing  agents  within  our  communities. 

We^ve  tile  answer.  We  know  radi¬ 
cal  obedience  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  can  defeat  racism,  unhealthy  sex¬ 
ual  expression,  tiie  effects  of  economic 
challenges,  and  vdiatever  the  devil  or 
our  can  devise.  The  question  is, 
will  we  deal  with  these  elephants?
